won that celebrated victory on Lake 
Erie, September 10, 1813. 


Admiral Davis was one of the Gov- 


ernment members appointed by Pres- 
ident Taft and Col. Watterson was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Wilson of Knhicky. 
Both men attended all the meetings 
<oi the Commission and took an active 
.part in all the proceedings. Col. Wat- 
~terson wrote one of the best histories 
of. the Battle of Lake Erie and the 
.brave action of Commodore Perry that 
has ever been written. The Colonel 
was an officer in the Civil War on the 
Confederate side, but he went into the 
conflict with great reluctance. In his 
address before the committee of the 
'Natipnai House of Representatives, 
asking for an appropriation of $250,- 
•000 for the monument to Commodore 
.Perry at Put-in-Bay, among other 
things he said, *1 was one of the many 
^thousands of Southern men who loved 
-&e Union, and lamented the war; but 
-when war had come to pass, fought on 
'..their side the line. Thus it was that 
jn 1865, when all that I feared in 
1861, had been actually realized, it 
did not require two minotes or three 
words to reconstruct me." 


The Colonel was always an admirer 


of President Lincoln- Admiral Davis 
put in much good work for the Com- 
mission. 
Both men will be greatly 


missed.

SURMAIilNE WARFARE 


France, Holland, and other of the 


lesser naval powers, strongly defend 
the use of submarines in warfare, on 
the ground that they ^re the weapon 
with which a weaker nation can de- 
fend itself, without having to build 
costly draednoughts at an expense \ 
of ?40,000,000 apiece.

It is a mean and dirty form of war- 


fare. It attacks wonien and children 
and old men, equally with the fight- 
ers.

merchant vcssls on which the nations 
depend for commerce and food are in- 
discriminately sent to the bottom of 
the sea. 


The submarine cannot always" tell 


what kind of a ship it is attacking, 
nor what kind of freight and passen- 
gers its victims are carrying." Subma- 
rines ought to be outlawed, and weak 
nations should be protected by inter- 
national agreement, rather than by 
using so mean a weapon- 


SETTING IDLE MEN TO WORK | 


Among the communities that did 


especially fine service in starting pub- 
lic works to provide employment for 
idle men, was Gardner, Massachusetts. 
Tliis city of 17,000 felt keenly last 
summer the distress of about 500 men 
who were without jobs. It was decid- 
ed to be good policy to take up needed 
public works, and pat them along and 
give these men a chance to earn some- 
thing. 


These unemployed men cleared and 


graded -and built-the foundation for 
a new town hall, they constucted a fine 
concrete road, they developed a ball 
park and a cemetery. Altogether the 
town laid out $300,000 and provided 
means of support for men who other- 
wise would have had to ask help of 
the town to keep going. 


They have completed the needed 


improvements, which would have prob- 
ably cost them more if they had wait- 
ed, and they have given workingmen 
the impression that their home town 
cares for the welfare of its citizens-
